‘Through the first half of 1975, 
the United States imported 
substantially more foreign steel 
than it did during the ‘same 
period of last year. 

According to government 
data, 6,889,000 tons of foreign 

- steel arrived in this country 
during the first six months of 
this year — an increase of 
wearly 16 per cent from the 
5,955,000 tons imported in the 
same period of 1974. 

Stainless steel has come 
under severe import pressure 
this year. During the first half 
ef 1975, imports of stainless 
were nearly 50 per cent greater 
than their total for the com- 
parable period of last year. 

Pig iron imports through June 
were more than double their 
comparable 1974 total. 

In the first six months of this 
year, the value of steel imports 
grew at a much faster rate than 
the volume. 

By the end of June, this year’s 
steel imports had a total 
declared value of $2,552,697,000 
— an increase of more than $8 
per cent from the $1,613,849,000 
declared value of steel imported 
during the first half of last year. 

June's steel imports reached 
$27,000 tons, up from 836,000 
tons the previous month, The 
increase included a jump of 27 
per cent in foreign shipments of 
tool steel into this country.

Canal freight 


Commercial freight totaling 
5,182,129 ,tons was locked 
“through the Chain of Rocks 
lacks -here during June, 
representing the largest total 
freight shipment for any single 
month so far this year, ac 
cording to a report by the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Of the total shipments, 
2,112,549 tons of freight moved 
upriver, while 3,069,580 tons 
moved downriver, the report 
showed. The largest shipment 
upriver was 296,685 tons of 
petroleum products, while 
downriver shipments included 
2,289,400 tons of grain 

The June freight movements 
were a substantial increase 
over the 4,259,334 tons of 
commercial freight locked 
through the canal in May. 

‘The report said a total of 6,186 
vessels was locked through the 
canal in 703 lockages during 
June. 

The freight movements 
brought to 26,541,014 tons the 
total passing through the Chain 
of Rocks locks during the first

Auto races continue; 
delay noise deadline 


Illinois motorsport 
thusiasts are expressing sighs 
of relief after the Mllinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency announced Friday it 
will not enforce a neW noise 
level regulation this season. 
Immediate enforcement was 
proposed by the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board at a 
meeting Thursday afternoon in 
Chicago. 

Bill Selzer, an EPA attorney, 
said the agency’s engineers, 
after’ reviewing transcripts of 


en- 


- hearings held over the past 


year, “feel the racing industry 
eamnot possibly comply with a 
61-decibel noise limit at a 
track's property line, as 
outlined in the regulation which 
would have taken affect at 
midnight Saturday, Aug. 9."" 

Tracks which exceeded the 
noise limitation could have 
faced fines as high as $10,000 
and shutdown orders by the 
state. 

“We have no intentions of 
forcing motor racing out of 
business,” said Selzer, “‘but the 
agency does feel some type of 
restrictions have to be placed on 
the sport. 

“Therefore, we (EPA) have 
filed a counter- with 
the Pollution Board to exclude 
racing from the present 
guidelines, but at the same 
time, to put the race tracks 
under separate coverage and 
control by the state. This 
control would not be as 
restrictive to the sport as the 


new regulations.”” 

If the EPA had not decided to

@uidelines,"” area racetracks

Horseradish hit 
hard by disease 


A $2 million dollar loss from 
the horseradish crop in Madison 
and St. Clair counties, where 
two thirds of the nation’s total 
crop is grown, may be suffered 
by farmers this season. 

Much of the 1,100 acres 
planted in horseradish has been 
Stricken with brittle root, an 
insect-born affliction that 
causes the root of the plant to 
break off easily. 

Homer Bruns of Granite City 
told the Press-Record, ‘Chris 
Doll, our area horticulutralist 
from the University of Illinois, 
puts the potential loss in both 
counties at $2 million. I have 
one field of 11 acres that is 40 
per cent gone now, and another 
field that is nearly 70 per cent 
gone. 

“We always have some 
problems with the disease 
which we try to control with 
insecticides. 

I dont believe 
that what we do use is as good 
as DDT," Bruns commented. 
He said other Quad-City area 


horseradish farms also are 
being hit by the disease. 

It wiped out 80 per cent of the 
horseradish crop in 1958, he 
recalled, adding that the only 
way to control the problem is to 
effectively control insects.

Alderman warns Nameoki 
ditch may be overloaded 


A warning that an increasing 
number of drainage projects 


that discharge waters into the, 


Nameoki drainage canal may 
cause the ditch to overflow 
during’ periods of heavy rains 
was sounded at a meeting of the 
Granite City Council last week. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward told the council 
that a suggestion by Alderman 
Ronald Coleman, Seventh 
Ward, that deep wells be em- 
ployed to lower the an. 
derground water table in the 
northeastern section of the city 
and the nearby Dobrey Slough 
area, could result in flooding 
problems. 

The discussion followed a 
report by Coleman in which he 
said the city should "go along” 
with efforts of the Dobrey 
Slough area to obtain state help 
in sinking a series of well-points 
that would lower the water table 
in the Dobrey Slough area as 
well as the Lynch-Vesci-Stearns 
avenues area of Granite City. 

Coleman said, “We want it to 
be known that we are pursuing 
the same idea as the residents 
of the Dobrey Slough area in the 
use af well-points to lower the 
water table and eliminate 
damage to basements and 
homes. 

“his is something we have 
been looking into since the 
Stearns Avenue sewer repair 
job at which well-pointing 
dropped the underground water 
table by several feet in the area 
around the sewer break.”* 

Parmley replied that the 
council “should take care of 
Granite City first.”” 

He noted that.drainage from 
the improved Route 203. high- 
way will be turned into the 
Nameoki ditch and said it will 
contribute considerably to the 
volume of drainage handled by 
the canal in rainy periods. 

“Everybody talks about 
drainage and everytime they 
want to turn the 
Nameoki ditch, It's like trying 
to put ten pounds in a five-pound 
bag,” Parmley said. 

“You had better take care if 
you turn any more water into 
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the canal because one of these 
days it is not going to be able to 
handle the water and there will 
be a real flood problem," he 
added. 

Coleman said he had watched 
carefully the progress of 
dewatering in the repair of the 
Stearns Avenue sewer break 
and that the se of well-points 
was successful in dropping the 

derground water table 
substantially. 

Water pumped. from the 
ground through well-points 
eventually would find its way 
into the Nameoki ditch, which is 
the only major surface drainage 
outlet in the area. 

Residents of a Dobrey Slough 
area in Nameoki Township, 
adjacent to northeast boun- 
aries of the city, have said they 
plan to seek state help in a 
dewatering process that could 
keep the water table down. 

Basements in that area dried 
out for the first time in several 
years while the well-points were 
in use at the Stearns Avenue 
sewer job, they said. 

‘They reported that the water 
came back after the sewer 
repair work no longer required 
use of the well-points. 

In other council action 
last week Mayor Paul 
Schuler announced the ap- 
pointment of four additional 
members of the city’s Bicen- 
tennial Commission, which will 
supervise celebration activities 
next year,

Press-Record Washington Bureau 
Caspar Weinberger, retiring secretary of 
health, education and welfare, warns of the 
proliferation of social programs that 
threaten to undermine the national 
economy. 

But more than the poteatial for economic

programs is a threat to personal freedoms.

Urge wells to control ground water 


To the Editor: 

We have written to Gov. 
Walker, Sen. Vadalabene, 
Representatives Lucco, Steele 
sand Calvo, Nameoki Township 
officials and William L. Eisele. 
coordinator of the state Civil 
Defense Agency's Office of 
Emergency Preparedness in 
the hope of everyone working 
together to solve the terrible 
problem of the high un- 
derground water table in the 

We understand they plan to 
come here soon and we will 
appreciate their support of our 
solution to the ground water 
problems that have destroyed 
many homes over the years. 

By a freak accident to a sewer 
line inside Dobrey Stough in the 
old Nameoki area of Granite 
City, a dewatering of the entire 
slough took place in order to 
repair the sewer break. 

A construction company 
system was sinking wells 50 feet 
deep and running fire pumps 24 
hours a day. 

When the dewatering 
Frogram began, some of our 
homes had as much as 24 inches 
of water in the basements. 

After less than a week of 
pumping, the water was pulled 


out and — 
damages — 
basements. 

As soon as the sewer was 
repaired and dewatering 
stopped, the water table came 
ack. It teok five days to recur. 

It would appear that a series 
of ground water wells could be 
located around the perimeter of 
the affected area, so that a cone 
of depression could be 
developed in the residential 
section, thereby insuring that 
pressures would not develop to 
cause leakage of ground water 
into the basements and thus 
maintaining use of some of the 
basements.

This scheme would not have 
deen appropriate prior to the 
development of the temporary 
stormwater program by the 
State of Minois. 

Prior to-construction of that 
system, it would have been 
impessible to lower the ground 
water because there was no 
outlet to which to deliver the 


We have a copy of the 1974 
Tiineis State Water Survey, 


which concurs with our feelings. 

We sincerely hope and pray 
that the officials will make this 
study 2 reality, possibly under 
Public Law 99 for emergency 
programs. 

Not only will it cure our 
problems with our homes in 
Nameoki and Granite City in 
the old slough path, but it will 
halt most of the sewer breaks 
that have been occurring. 

Perhaps this information will 
bring all together in solving the 
most unfortunate flooding 
problems in the state.
